We were so busy talking, 
after boarding the street car, that 
we went far past her street and had 
to stand in the rain and wait several 
minutes for a return car 1 Such 
was my introduction to Portland, a 
drenching to begin with.

Heisa fine-looking speci- 
man of the original Amerioan race, 
bright and pleasant to meet. 

Ou the eveuing of December 
18th, my host and hostess enter- 
tained a nnraber of guests for my 
benefit, and we had a gay evening. 
That was to be counted on from the 
moment ** Jimmy" Meagher, of the 
Wash 'ngtoniatiy and his charming 
little wife arrived. The other 
guests were Mr. and Mrs. Llther- 
land, Mr. and Mrs. Swangren, Mis. 
Linde, Mrs. Thierman, Mrs. 
Murphy, Miss Lamoreaux and Mr. 
Fay. Miss Lamoreaux is to become 
Mrs. Fay on January 12th. 

The evening was without pro- 
gram, being planned merely to give 
me a chance to get acquainted with 
some of the Portlandites, and it 
was without a dull moment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Meagher were not 
new acquaintances, and one cer- 
tainly would not, have thought tbey 
were from "Jimmy's" unconven- 
tional manner with me. 

His greeting was hardly over 
before he seized my left hand and 
inspected my rings. A look of die 
gust spread over his face as he 
dropped my hand, and I said dole- 
fully : •• No, Jimmy dear, my trip 
to Sao Francisco was bootless," and 
passed up bis hints and inuendoes.

— There has been noticed in the 
Journal two letters discussing— or 
rather knocking — the " Howson 
Plan," that was advanced at the 
recent convention held in San 
Francisco, and it is plain that the 
person writing those letters neither 
understand or wants to understand 
that plan— even though Mr How- 
son explained it fully— down to 
every detail — at theconvention, and 
corrected the first knock that ap- 
peared in the Journal. There is 
no such wrong impiession on the 
part of the public — unless that 
person Is the whole public — and 
the fact is that everyone with 
enough intelligence understands 
what that plan is, and it is not 
wished to have any such wrong im- 
pression created among those who 
have not heard of the plan as 
explained in detail. 

In the first place it was nonsense 
to raise such a howl about a plan 
that is to put the N. A. D. firmly 
on its feet and in its full fighting 
and working order, which is just 
what every member of the N. A. D 
desires and is looking fc» ««rd to. 
The plan was outlined • <»! discuss- 
ed at the Special »\-u vent ion, but 
no action wh? «akeu in oue way or 
the other on it. It is to be brought 
np fully at the Hartford Conven- 
tion, where the majority will have 
their say and given a chance to 
direct the future of the N. A. D. 

In regard to the Motion Picure 
Fund : when a motion was made 
to turn the money in that fund over 
to the Endowment Fund, it was 
explained that sneb a thing was not 
possible, for i> reason that the 
money in the Motion Picture Fund 
was raised with the understanding 
that it was to be used exclusively 
for the purpose for which it was 
raised, and this matter was also 
left over to be brought up at the 
Hartford Convention , and it is be- 
lieved that most will be in favor of 
such a step, for the reason that the 
Motion Picture films are doing little 
good, and it is realized that the 
future of the N. A. D depends up- 
on how the Endowment Fund plan 
is made a success. 

It seems strange that the Im- 
postor Bnreau should be knocked 
from other quarters, and the fact 
does not seem to be realized that 
the bnreau is educating the public 
about these impostors as well as 
getting laws passed to put them out 
of business for good. 

All charges made that President 
Howard ran the convention by the 
steam-roller method are nonsense. 
In every instance Mr. Howard had 
the welfare of the N. A. D. in 
mind, and the trouble some ex- 
perienced was because they did not 
understand the difference between 
a Regular aud a Special Conven- 
tion.

Bditor Tine Deaf-Mutes' Journal' 

Dkak Mr. Hoockon : -I desire 
to correct a misunderstanding which 
has arisen out of funeral of tbe late 
Thomas McGinness of Cleveland. 
This account of the burial exercises 
appeared in the Journal's issue for 
September 23d, and the part, it is 
wished to correct, reads : "* * * 
The remains were then conveyed to 
St. Joseph's Cemetery and were 
buried, according lo Ihe ritual of the 
N. P. 3. /)., Rev. B B. Although 
acting as master of ceremonies." 

The italicized words have given 
rise to a misapprehension. As a 
matter of fact, the N. F. S. D. has 
no set form of burial rites whatever 
— no ritualistic observances at all 
for funeral occasions. Members of 
the vSociety naturally wish to take 
pari iii funeral exercises for a de- 
ceased friend and fellow member, 
and as a general thing, do so when- 
ever and in so far as practicable. 
Hut they do so, if at all, in a gener- 
al and informal way, as friends and 
intimates of the deceased, no whit 
usurping priestly functions. 

You are asked to print this for 
the sake of correcting the mistaken 
motion which may have been form- 
ed by a good many readers, by rea- 
son of your correspondent's doubt- 
less quite innocent and unintention- 
al error of statement.
